(1) in paragraph (6), by striking ‘‘and’’ at the 6

end; and 7

(2) in paragraph (7), by striking ‘‘the offense.’’ 8

and inserting the following: ‘‘the offense; and 9

‘‘(8) notwithstanding paragraph (4), the name 10

and address of each government of a foreign country 11

(including any agency or subdivision of a foreign 12

government, such as a regional or municipal unit of 13

government) and foreign political party, other than 14

the client, that participates in the direction, plan-15

ning, supervision, or control of any lobbying activi-16

ties of the registrant.’’. 17
